Meeting of the Commission 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


NO VACANCIES TO. BE FILLED 


The Annual Report of the Chief 
Presented—M seting of the Fire 
Commissioners—Routine 

Business. 


- The Police Commissioners met’ yesterday 
afternoon, with Mayor Hazard in the chair, 
and Commissioners Collins, Dexter and 
Lewis present. His Honor showed upin a 
new suit of clothes, and, after receiving the 
congratulations of the members of the 
board, business was proceeded with, the 
reading of the minutes being dispensed 
with. 


_ The report of the Chief of Police for No- | 


vember was presented, as was also the an- 
nual report of the department. The report 
Js very exhaustive, giving alist of the ho- 
tels and lodging-housvs, with théir charac- 
ter, gambling houses, white and Chinese, 
houses of ill-fame, with a full and complete 
list of the inmates, together with the men 
who live off their earnings, the number of 
saloons, etc. The report was received and 
placed on file for the information of the 
board. ‘ 

ln the matter of the claim of Ellen An- 
aderson against Officer Van Cleve for $42.50, 
the chief reported that he had investigated 
the case, that Van Cleve admitted that he 
owed the money, but said that he would 

. Pay itassvon as hecould get the money. 
he officer further stated that the debt was 
contracted before he went on the force. 

No action was taken, the board holding 
that they had no authority to compel the 
payment of bills contracted before the par- 
ties came under their jurisdiction. 

The bill of J. C. Jughins of $25.50 for the 
keeping of adisabiea police patrol wagon 
horse which the board haa recommended to 
be sold, but which the Conncil refused to 
do, was referred to the body for action. 

One or two smail demands were presented 
and approved.

THE FIRST RAIN. 


It Commenced Yesterday Morning— 
Aboutan Inch Has Fallen. 

The first real rainstorm of the season 
struck Los Angeles at 7:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning.

SENSATIONAL STORY. 


THE FORGED EDELMAN WAR- 
RANTS SAID TO BE MISSING. 


They Were Turned Over as Evi- 
dence in the Cohn Case and 
Are Said to Have Dis-~ 
appeared. 


A sensational story was afloat yesterday 
to the effect that all of the forged county 
warrants in the Edelman case, some forty 
in number, had mysteriously disappeared, 
and could not be found. When the crimi- 
nal case against Henry Edeiman, in Judge 
Wade’s court, resulted in a mistrial, the 
jury faillng to agree, acivil suit was com- 
menced before Judge Van Dyke against L. 
Bb. Cohn, the pawnbroker who cashed the 
fraudulent warrauts, and a relative of Edel- 
man, for the recovery of the money, some- 
thing over $2200. ‘The warrants were 
turned over to be used as evidence in the 
civil suit, which was concluded several 
days ago, and was on ‘luesday argued be- 
fore Judge Van Dyke and submitted on 
briefs. 


Tuesday morning Frank Lowry, the clerk 
of Judges Van Dyke’s court, cailed at the 
District Attorney’s office and inquired if 
they knew anything about the warrants in 
question. ‘Tue officials were thunderstruck 
ut the inquiry, as they supposed, of course, 
they were in the custody ot the County 
Clerk, having been turned over to. the 
proper authorities for use as evidence, and 
so stated to Mr. Lowry. ‘That gentleman 
then left the olfice, it is supposed for the 
purpose of instituting a searcu fur the miss- 
ing ducuments, butup to last eveuing it 
was repurted that they had not been found, 
_ it was not known what had become of 
them. 

Should these warrants really be migsing 
the result will be disastrous, so far as the 
Edelman criminal prosecutions are con- 
cerned, as there wili not be a particle of 
evidence against him, and he wil go clear. 
Not only this, but the civil suit against 
Cobn will fali to the ground, and there will 
be no chance of the county recvvering the 
money paid out on these fraudulent war- 
rants. Butthisis not all. It wiil be re- 
uembered that during the Edelman trial, 
Cutan completely jost his memory, and 
could not remember trom whom 
he got the warrants, or who author- 
ized him to indorse them. As Cohn bad 
testified differently before, and had con- 
nected Edelman with the matter, it was 
rumored that the matter had been taken up 
by the Grand Jury, and that it was more 
than likely. that a number of indictments 
‘would be returned against him for obtaining 
movey under false pretenses.

MUTILATED HIMSELF. 


A Man Deliberately Cuts Off 
His Tongue. 


NO CAUSE FOR THE RASH ACT 


The Man Apparently Sane and Pos- 
sessed of Ample Means-—He 
Declines to Make Any 
Explanations. 


One of the strangest things that ever hap- 
pened in this city, occurred last Sunday 
| morning in the lodging-house on the corner 
of Broadway and Fifth streets, kept by Mrs. 
Blythe. It was po less than a sare man de- 
liberately severing his tongue as close to 
the roots as possible, with a sharp, keen 
razor. ‘The man’s name was Wilson—at 
least that was the name he gave to the land- 
lady, who could not remember his initials. 
In an interview yesterday afternoon.with a 
‘TIMES reporter, the landlady, Mrs. Blythe, 
said, “This gentieman, for he was a gentle- 
man in eyery sense of the word, 
came to my house about three 
weeks ago, and rented one of the cheapest 
rooms I have in the house. He was a man 
of medium build, dressed well, and was 
altogether of a very refined disposition. 
From his appearance I[ imagined he was or 
had been a priest, although he never dis- 
cussed religfon nor did I ever see any 
religious books in his room. He was 
promt in paying his rent, very gentlemanly 
in his demeanor, and very regular in his 
habits, 

Last Sunday morning, when the landlady 
Went into Wilson’s room for the purpose of 
cleaning up, she was horrified to tind Wil- 
son lying on the bed with blood running 
from his mouth, She at first thought 
the man had had a_ hemorrahge, 
but on the floor she noticed a 
poolof blood. On a table near the bed 
was a very sharp razor, covered with blood. 
The landiady attempted to stop the bleed- 
ing, but not succeeding, Wilson motioned 
for a pencil and piece ot paper, and wrote 
tosend foradoctor. Dr. Cowles wasim- 
niediately sent for, and while awaiting his 
arrival, the victim of his own rash folly, 
wrote again, begging the people who had 
gathered to aid him, not to bother them- 
selves upon the arrival of the doctor. 

He found that Wilson had placed a cord 
around bis tongue as far back as he could 
reach and had then severed it with a razor, 
throwing the piece thus cut off down the 
water closet. 
| He refused an anesthetic, and with a 
wonderful display of nerve allowed the 
doctor to stitch the severed member to- 
gether. He absolutely refused te give any 
reason for his act, and appeared to be more 
worried about disturbing other people than 
in his own welfare. The landlady minis- 
tered to his wants, and by Monday he was 
able to be about, although he has forever 
lost the use of speech, and will never be 
able to eat solid food. Monday afternoon 
he wrote on a piece of paper that he 
was yoing away, andaskedforhisbill. Tue 
landlady told him that he owed nothing. 
He then asked the amount of damage he 
had caused. ‘To this the iandlady said, 
“Nothing.” He then took a ten-do.lar gold 
piece and wrapped it in a greenback and 
tried to force it on the landlady, but she 
refused to take it. Monday aiternoon Wil- 
son left the house, writing that he ws 
going away on the four o’clock train, This 
morning she received a pustoflice order 
from Yuma for $25. As the lady has no 
acquaintances or relatives in Yuma _ or 
Arizona, she thinks it must be from Wilson. 
The landlady strenuously insists that 
Wilson was not insane. She _ says 
she felt no fear of him when she 
first went into his room, because he 
had always acted so gentlemanly. She says 
he always came to his room about 5 o’elock 
in the evening and left at 9 in the morning. 
She frequentiy noticed bread in the room, 
and for a while imagined thatthe man lived

ra ‘be of ques- 
tionabie character, calléd at the building 
and asked for a room, saying she was mar- 
ried but a stranger in the city, and that her 
husband bad lost her, both being strangers 
here. She had no money, but wanted a 
room over night. She was accompanied by 
@ tan whom she said was her brother, and 
said that he was also broke. Mrs. Blythe 
questioned the man in the meantimé, and 
he denied being the woman’s brother, or 
that she was married, asked 
that she be given a room. Wilson 
overheard the conversation, and as the 
landlady was about to turn the woman 
away, he opened his room door, and wrote 
upon a card, “Give the woman this money,” 
hauding Mrs. Blythe $5, “‘and give her a 
room.” ‘This was done, and Wilson was 
apparently satisfied. Atno time did he ap- 
pear sorry for his act, or anxious about bhim- 
self, but at all times refused to write one 
single word in reference to his rash act. 
He left the building apparently as. sane as 
any one init, and at no time during his 
residence in the building did he give any 


| one any cause toimagine himcrazy. Taken 


altogether, it was one of the strapgest 
events in the happenings of the city.

special ptomaines, extracted from the cul- 
ture of the tuberculous bacillus. The ac- 
tion of ptomaine injected under the skin of 
animals is generally slower than that which 
follows the injection of alkaloids, Dr. 
K\och’s liquid injected in the same manner 
in man produces a variety of symptoms ap- 
pearing only after four or five hours, This 
is perhaps an indication of what it is. 
In this hypothesis the  ptomaine 
injected consecutively during several weeks 
into the system would modify the medium 
of growth of the tuberculous bacillus so as 
to check its development. ‘The cells of the 
organism, tinding no more obstacles, would 
regain strength. That would explain why 
the ptomaine injected efficaciously under 
the skin remains without effect when in- 
troduced through the digestive organs, as 
seen.s established in reyard to the substance 
used by Dr. Koch, This difference of action 
does not exist in a. similar degree 
in tbe case of metallic substances, 
‘The future’ will soon teach the 
truth about the nature and feal value of 
the antidote used by the illustrious German 

rofessor, and if the hope we have cherished 

nota vain one, we shail perceive before 
long how important, from a social and eco- 
nomical stand-point, the cure of tubercu- 
losis is. We know that in the civilized 
world than a million persons die an- 
nually in middie age, their jives being cut 
short by this terrible bacillus. From the 
results already obtained we may hope that 
all attacks of tuberculosis, pulmonary or 
perry can be checked, at least in the begin- 
ning. 


The intense interest felt by mankind 
in this discovery is evidenced by the 
discussions going on and inquiries 
being made in all quarters of the civil- 
ized globe, and especially by the con- 
centration of progressive physicians 
by the hundreds and thousands in the 
city of Berlin, which bas suddenly be- 
come the Mecca of the consumptive.

SACRAMENTO, Dec: 3.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.}|. The Committee on 
School Bonds of the biennial conven- 
tions of the County superintendents to- 
day reported that cities of the fifth 
class be included in the Municipal 
Corporation Bill, with power to issue 
bonds for building schoolhouses. The

Heavy Rains Reported in All 
Parts of the State. 


A Dangerous Sea Ontside of the 
San Francisco Harbor. 


Several Feet of Snow in the Higher 
Portions of the Sierras. 


No Damage and Much Good Will Be 
Done by the Prevailing 
Showers—Heavy 
Winds. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The rainfall which 
began last night continued today at 
many points in California north of 
Los Angeles with a prospect of becom- 
ing general throughout the State. The 
rain is generally welcome at the 
present time, and little or no regret is 
expected to result from its contin- 
uance. The fall in this city was un- 
usually heavy before daybreak this 
morning ;and continued at intervals 
during the day. The harbor was so 
rough that sevoral vessels destined for 
sea today were unable to cross the bar 
and were obliged to return to their 
moorings. Snow has fallen in. the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains ranging 


in. depth at Cisco, and at noon was 
still falling. A strong wind has been 
blowing outside the harbor at this 
city all day, and at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon reached a velocity of fifty-six 
miles per hour. Five schooners and a 
small steamer and the Pacific Mail 
steamer San José, for Panama, which 
attempted to leave port today, were 
compelled to put back on account, of 
the bar breaking and strong southwest 
winds. 
The Signal Service issued the follow- 
ing bulletin at 6 o’clock this evening: 
The barometer has fallen in all dis- 
tricts, especially in Nortkern Califor- 
nia and Western Nevada. It is high- 


ern Arizona and lowest in Western 
Oregon. The cyclone’ of yesterday 
is moving slowly southeastward 
and is now central on the south- 
west coast of Oregon, accompanied 
by dangerous gales and heavy rains. 
The progress of the cyclonic center is 
very slow, which will, of necessity, pro- 
long the period of rain and high winds. 
From present indications the direction 
of the path of the progressive move- 
ment will be east, southeast across 
Southern Oregon and Northern Cali- 
fornia. The temperature has risen 
slightly in Oregon and Northwestern 
California; elsewhere it has fallen, es- 
pecially in Western Navada. Kain has 
fallen throughout the Pacific coast. 


IN THE MOUNTAINS. 
The Railroad Well Prepared fora 
Battle with Snow. 
SACRAMENTO, Dec. 3.—[By the <As- 
sociated Press.} There has been a 
steady heavy rain here, accompanied 
by thunder and hail. The rain has 


the Sierra Nevadas and at Truckee. It 
was blowing a gale this morning with 
the thermometer at the freezing point 
and snow falling. Fourinches fell last 
evening, but this was surpassed at the 
summit, where the fall was eight 
inches, and at Cisco, where an even 
foot is reported. At Emigrant Gap 
there was six inches of snow 
at the close of the morning re- 
port. The snow extended down to 
Biue Cafion, where an inch of snow 
fell, followed by six hours’ rain. At 
Alta it rained for eight hours. At 
Colfax 1.80 of an inch of rain fell, 
making a total for the season of 4.85, 
against 21.35 at an even date last year> 
The fall at Auburn is 1.20, and at 
Rocklin 1.10. 

TRUCKEE (Cal.,) Dec. 3.—It has 
stormed steadily since last night, rain- 
ing principaliy during the night. 
Eighteen inches of snow has fallen 
during the day and four feet at the 
summit, the barometer (22.40) being 
the lowest on record. It is snowing 
and blowing hard from Altato Verda. 
Headlight snow plows are running 
aheadof passenger trains and the rotary 
plows at Blue Cafion and Truckee are 
ready for instant use. The snow sheds 
are in perfect condition, and Train- 
master Ogler says that the mountain 
division is more thoroughly. equipped 
for fighting snow than ever before since 
the road was constructed. Blockades 
are believed to be practically. im- 
possible. 

Sissons (Cal.,) Dec. 3—Rain and snow 
have been falling here for the past 
twenty-four hours. One foot of snow 
has already fallen, and the plow is in 
readiness to start out on the California 
and Oregon railroads if it should be 
needed. 

CARSON (Nev.,) Dec. 8.—Torrents of 
rain fell during the night, which 
changed to snow and sleet today, 
breaking in the afternoon, This even- 
ing it set in again, snow falling in 
dense masses.

‘Experi- 
ence has shown that a tenant whose 
financial responsibility is limited to a 
moderate income cannot be held to the 
provisions of a lease, and that most ten- 
ants take advantage of this fact. The 
law of this state favors the ‘married 
debtor who has no property -but his 
houschold effects and is dependent on an 
income for his living. Im fact, the own- 
ers of houses and flats rarely sue tenants 
who break their leases nowadays, and 
rarely recover anything when they do. 

“T sued a man recently who had occu- 
pied one of my flats and had given it up 
a year before the lease expired. He did 
not even defend the suit. When I had 
him summoned in supplementary pro- 
ceedings he testified that his mmcome no 
more than paid lis living expenses, and 
that his household effects belonged to 
his wife.

She had previously man away, taking ref- 
uge with a Mrs. Pfetffer at Evandale and 
exhibiting bruises which she said Mrs. 
Koch hed made with a heavy horsewhip. 
From Mrs. Pfetffer’s she wrote a most af 
fecting letter to Mr. Alex F. Virgien, 
broker at No. 15 William street, New York, 
but residing in Brooklyn, whom she caHed 
‘‘nncle.”’ His wife went to Cincinnati, and 
680 Lhe case came again befere the courts. 

This time Drnuggist Koch aHeged that 
the girl was 12 yours old instead of 10, as 
she had claimed; that the conviet Virgien 
was not her father, but kis wife’s first hus- 
band was, and that he, Koch, believed the 
name to be Gregory or MeGregory.

A Magnetic Separator. 
Among the numerous magnetic sepa- 
rators one of the most remarkable is 
that for the extraction of iron from the 
sea sand. It is stated that ordinary sea 
sand contains from 5 to 7 per cent. of iron, 
enough to give a large excess over cost of 
extraction. The machine consists of a 
cylinder, whose surface is composed of 
electro-magnets, revolving on the inside 
of an endless canvaz belt. The sand is 
fed to the belt, and a spray of water sepa- 
rates the particles, the iron being re- 
tained by the powerful el@etro-magnets 
and carried off on the belt to a recepta- 
cle at the other end, while the sand falls 
into the trough below.—Exchange.
